AGENCIES WILL BE CONSIDERING WHAT POSITION USG SHOULD TAKE 
WITH REGARD TO "SPECIAL INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT” REFERRED 
TO IN NPT ARTICLE V AND ON THE BROADER QUESTION OF AN 
"INTERNATIONAL PNE SERVICE.” MISSION/DELEGATION REPORTS
